Tho cholco of food should bo mado 
first of all to moot tho nocds of tho 
body, This doos not moan that the 
dot should bo rostrictod to a fow wir 
palatablo foods; On the contrary a 
knowlodgo of tho diffevont foods leads 
to tho uso of a groator varloty rathor 
than. a Itmited numbor, Faulty feed- 
Ing causes many disordors in bith 
childron and adults, Babies may bhow 
fulluro to grow at the normal rate, ow- 
{ng to wrong feeding. Oldor children 
may exhibit defective teeth, nervous: 
ness, undorwelght, a gusceptibility to 
tuborcnlosis or other infections as a 
rosult of unwise choice of food. Adults 
are frequently the victims of indl- 
gestion or stomach disturbances with 
i great Hstleseness, lack of resistanve 
‘to infection, or inability to concentrate, 
as the signs that they are actually 
starving for certain necessary food 
materials. “There is no single subject 
of more importance to personal and 
national health” says Chief Medical 
OMcer of the Ministry of Health in 
England, Sir George Newman, “than 
this one of the proper use and control 
of food.” “More can be achieved by 
dietary reform than through any other 
agency” writes Professor McCollum of 
Baltimore, the specialist on feeding of 
children, 

A growing body needs building 
foods, such as milk, cheese, eggs, meat, 


cereals, nuts, etc, known as proteins, 


also mineral salts, fruits and vege- 
tables and water. Fuel foods are nec- 
essary as sugars, fats, root-vegetables, 
ete., which supply energy. Regulating 
foods are also needed and the vitamin 
foods which stimulate growth. The 
products of the dairy and the market 
garden will give us all the vitamines 
we need, and when our daily menu in- 
cludes plenty of milk, fresh fruits and 
green leafy vegetables we are safe in 
assuming our children have their quota 
of vitamines. 


Good eating habits must be estab- 
lished in every home, such as regular 
meals nicely served in pleasant sur- 
roundings and with sufficient time for 
careful chewing of food. Cheerful 
minds and good table manners lend 
their aids to digestion, while the daily 
hygienic habit of clean hands and 
faces are most necessary to establish 
in the lives of our growing boys and

formation on the foods needed in the 
family from babyhood to old age.

DAIRY DROP ATTRIBUTED 


(Continued from Page 1\ 
showed by figures and tests that 
cow testing was a real. benefit and 
that great work was being done to 
raise the profits of producers by this 
system, Afterwards a resolution was 
passed to the effect that cow testing 
be extended in the province. Mr. 
Moore pointed out that cow testing 
was not connected in any way with 
tuberculosis tests, as some people in- 
ferred; it consists: of weighing and 
testing milk for a certain period in 
order to keep track of much milk each 
cow produced. 


R. Rasmusson,’ of Vetaskiwin, the 
chairman of the producers’ section, in 
presenting his report, stated that while 
the past year from an agriculture 
standpoint had been very gratifying, 
there had been an alarming decrease 
in production of dairy products. He 
said the creamery butter had decreas- 
ed seventeen per cent during 1927, and 
that the cheese production had fallen 
off to a still greater extent. He at- 
tributed the cause to many dairymen 
having turned their attention to grain 
growing, also to the manner in’ which 
the Australian trade treaty had mili- 
tated against the industry. Another 
factor had been the long winter in 1926 
and 1927 together with the extreme 
cold in November and December last. 
While the price of beef cattle had ad- 
vanced considerably a lot of dairy cat- 
tle had been sacrificed.* Im face of all 
those facts, however, he thought of 
the dairy farmer intelligently, studying 
his business that they could view the 
future with as much confidence as 
ever. 

By means of a chart, J. R. Love, 
M.L.A., Edmonton, the secretary trea- 
surer of the producers’ section, showed 
that the_butter production in Alberta 
had decreased two million pounds a 
year since 1924, But in face of those 
figures he expressed his confidence 
that the industry from now on would 
improve to such an extent that their 
former high level of production would 
be regained. He urged that the grow- 
ing of wheat and dairying should go 
hand in hand. 


Mr. Love said that the wonderful 
production of dairy products in the Ar- 
gentine, Australia and New Zealand 
had made the competition very stiff for 
Canadian dairymen. In the, year 1913 
those three countries, he said, produc- 
ed 23per cent of the import of butter 
into Great Britain, while now they sup- 
plied 50 per cent,

base of a monument has beon erected. 
Some sections of both the German and 
Canadian trenches are kept in repair. 
We were in both. The Canadian 
trenches. went deep down into the 
ground where the boys slept away 
from the noise overhead. One trench 
remains where ‘the Canadians, with 
considerable success, had undermined 
the Germans. Many names were en- 
graved on the rock in the trenches. 
“Greer” of Cobourg, and “Bell” or 
“Dell” of Peterborough, seemed to 
bring the war very near home to me. 
It was easily understood why Vimy 
Ridge was an important position to 
hold. Im the plain to the west were 
Lens, Douai, and other cities. Who 
ever held Vimy Ridge dominated over 
these. Old shell holes, now overgrown 
with weeds, still remain. It would be 
impossible to describe the feelings that, 
came over one as he viewed this battle- 
ground. Awe, regret, sorrow, and 
reverence were all co-mingled. 

Near Vimy Ridge is a Canadian 
cemetery. It is beautifully kept. Roses 
bloom profusely. Marble slabs now 
replace many of the ordsses. On some 
of these were inscriptions like the fol- 
lowing: “To Five Unknown Soldiers.” 
A German cemetery is not far away in 
which, I was told, fifty thousand men 
lie buried. These cemeteries are-easily 
recognized because the crosses are 
black. This is only one small part of 
the destruction of warfare. Verily, 
“‘war is hell.” .
